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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant points to claim 9, applicant's 
assumption is correct, claim 9 is rejected in the body of Phillips in view of Otani and is therefore rejected with claims 1-6, 10, and 12 and is 
not an allowable claim. Applicant alleges it is impossible to obtain high quality printing by lithography and ink jet further alleging printing 
both types of ink over each other is not taught or the order. However, this allegation has not been accompanied by objective evidence. 
Phillips teaches printed matter via ink jet and lithography (col. 1 , lines 45-46, col. 2, line 29, col. 3, lines 15-20). Otani is used simply to 
show additional ink receiving layers and the ingredients therein are known and employed to further assist in forming an image effecting the 
image density (col. 3, lines 24-29, col. 4, lines 15-68). Further the processes employed to print ink is a process limitation in a product 
claim and is afforded little patentable weight because the same elements and structure is provided for. The rejections are maintained for 
reasons of record and the allowable claims are deemed patentable . 
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
